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* LODGE AND THE TREATY 


- The public has read, doubtless with cu- 


rious amazement, of the misunderstand- 
ing which arose in. President Harding's 
mind as to the construction of the four- 
power treaty in its application to Japan. 
Mr. Harcfing gave out a statement to 
newspapermen in which he said he did 
not interpret the treaty to apply to the 
Japanese homeland. 3Ir. Hughes and 
other members of the conference having 
already expressed the 'contrary opinion 
concerning the provisions of articles two, 
guaranteeing "insular possessions and in- 
sular dominions" of the signatories, it 
was immediately inferred that there were 
differences between the president and the 
conferees that would be - carried to the 
senate. As soon, hovfever. as Mr. Harding 
learned that the American delegates had 
construed the treaty to mean that the 


• Japanese homeland ~was given the same 


guarantee as its possessions he accepted 
this version and gave it his approval. 


AVe think this is a very proper view to 


take of the treaty although it would seem 
that the channels of communication be- 
tween the conference chamber and the 
"White house were not of the freest char- 
acter, and that there wasnot that closeness 
of understanding that would naturally be 
expected to attend the progressive course 
of the conference. "We are rather lead to 
the conclusion Jhat Secretary Hughes-is 
'managing American participation with 
quite a free hand, and that he is clothed 
with "unusual power and discretion" in the 
pledges to which he commits this country. 


_ * The people will, of course, be well satis- 


fied to leave the fundamental definitions 
of America's policy to Mr. Hughes' good' 


" judgment and in some respects it is per- 


haps gratifying to find that the. presi- 
dent reposes so much confidence in him. 


Now that the construction to be placed 


•upon the treaty is clearly defined, it be- 
comes increasingly evident that it is a 


"/• defensive measure, and that it morally 


binds the signatories to assist each other 
in upholding its provisions and in pre- 
servng the rights and territorial integrity 
of the -respective members. 
Certainly 


this is no different than the spirit and pur- 
pose . of article ten of the league cove- 
nant. Under the four-power treaty we 
are pledging protection "to Japan not on- 
ly in her national sovereignty, bui^ in her 
insular possessions however acquired or 
by what title held. "\Vevare doing the 


v same for great Britain so far as^ her in- 
sular possessions axe concerned. 
Under 


the league covenant there was a similar 
agreement, but it applied to a different 


r set of nations, with, however, this im- 


portant distinction, that the way was left 
open for subject peoples to attain their 
liberties.

The more we examine the four-power 


treaty the more it places Senator Lodge, 
who led the forces of obstruction against- 
1he League of Nations arid who is now 
sponsoring the Pacific League, in the po- 
sition of straining at a gnat and swallow- 
ing a mountain.

3rd was vigorously opposed by de Valero, 
and it was presented and urged by 
Michael Collins, signer and advocate of 
the agreement. 
On the same day the 


Clare county counsel, constituency of 
de Vial era. voted 17 to 5 in favor of the 
treaty. These are quite concrete evidenc- 
es of the trend of opinion both in Ireland 
at large and in the dail itself. They go 
to substantiate the popular 
enthusiasm 


with which announcement of the conclu- 
sion of the treaty was received,by the 
Irish people. 


De Valera's heated denunciation of the 


treaty has not been convincing. His ar- 
gument against ratification has been radi- 
cal in the main, and at times has ap- 
proached almost to the point of recl3ess-' 
ness. For instance, in one of his speech- 
es he was quoted as saying the Irish peo- 
ple "should be ready to go on in slavery 
until their oppressors are blotted .out. *' 
He asserted that ratification of 'the trea- 
ty woxild leave Ireland still "subservient" 
to Great Britain. 


An unprejudiced judgment of the trea- 


ty cannot of course subscribe to this in- 
terpretation. 
Instead of continuing the 


Irish people in slavery, even political 
slavery, the treaty in reality emancipates 
them. 
"We do not believe that de Valera 


would find opinion anywhere in Canada. 
Australia. South Africa or New Zealand 
that the peoples of these dominions are jn 
slavery, and yet Ireland is given the sta- 
tus of these commonwealths and in 
form and essence is to have the same gov- 
ernment they possess. All of these nations 
govern themselves, and their independent 
status was recognized in the signing of 
the Versailles treaty of peace. Ireland is 
to receive the same self-government and 
independence and it will manage its own 
affairs without interference by Great 
Britain. 
•

The truth is that the British dominions 


are as free in their own rights as are the 
people of the United States. The tie that 
binds them to the British empire is one 
of sentiment and material interest. If op- 
— 
,, 
*• 
pression. or anything approaching inter- 
ference with their affairs, much less slav- 
ery, were attempted revolution would un- 
doubtedly result. All that these domin- 
ions enjoy Ireland will enjoy. 
She can 


become a member of the League of Na- 
tions the same as they. She can appoint 
representatives to other nations if she .de- 
sires and her finances, education, religion 
and all other internal affairs are left en- 
.tirely to her own control. De Valera's 
construction of the treaty is. therefore, 
patently prejudiced and not in accord 
with the spirit of that document. He has 
gone too far in his opposition. 
It has 


lead him into the mistake of ascribing 
to the treaty attributes which its very 
language refutes. That kind of argument 
is not likely to prevail. If it did the con- 
sequences could only be disastrous to 
Ireland.

SHOULD CHILDREN DKIXK COCOA? 


In our talk about tea and coffee the other day. 


dear children, we learned that these beverages do 
not retard or interfere with the digestion of food in 
tho stomach. When chocolate or cocoa is taken as 
a beverage, however, the effect is quite different, 
and in pointing out the difference I would direct 
your attention at the same Umc to the practice in 
some school cafeterias or lunch rooms of furnishing 
cocoa as a beverage for young children who are 
none too well nourished to begin with. 


Tea and coffee are stimulants, having practically 


no food or fuel value in" themselves, aside from the 
food value of tho £ugaf and cream or milk taken 
with them. Cocoa or chocolate has some food value 
m itself, instigmficant in the nutritivn requirements 
of the child, but a definite food value nevertheless. 
Of course cocoa is a stimulant to the brain, spinal 
cord, heart and kidneys, particularly the kidneys— 
and this is another reason why it is not advisable 
for children—but compared with tea and coffee co- 
coa is only a mild stimulant. 


When one drinks tea or coffee with a meal tho 


effect is much the same as when one drinks a glass 
or t\\o of water with the meal—and one always 
should take a glass or two of water with every 
meal. Tho effect is stimulation of the flow of gastric 
juice into the stomach from the glands. 
The tea 


or coffee or water remains only a short time in tho 
stomach, perhaps 10 to 15 minu'es. and is then sent 
on into the intestine, bu,t the flow of gastric juice 
the tea. coffee or water has initiated continues for 
a time, so that the food taken at the meal is better 
digested by reason of the stimulation the beverage 


s produced. 
Now cocoa doesn't do anything like that. Cocoa 


doesn't leave the stomach for perhaps two^or three 
hours, for remember, cocoa is itself a food, but its 
;ontent of carbohydrate, protein and fat material in- 
sures a prolonged sojourn in the stomach, for the 
stomach has more real brains than many an owner 
carries in his skull, when it comes to the essaying 
of the diet. Remember that cocoa is a milder stim- 
ulant than tea. coffee, or water, in its effect on the 
flow of gastric juice. So there you have a case" 
igainst cocoa as a child's beverage. It lodges in 
the siornach, where it fails to mitiat*- the free se- 
cretion of gastric juice to take care of any real food 
the "child may be coaxed to take with his stomach 
oacled with this fake food, and the child runs 
away to mope and fret, stomach full, to be sure, but 
10 uninterrupted stream of nourishment going to 
the child's body tissues. Your cocoa nas oust 
tricked tho child into the belief that he has hid a 
^ood meal. Feeding the old horse saw dust when 
he oats are out would be about the same thing. 
Vnd yet some "dietitians" who should be called dil- 
ietantists, would play this little game on the very 
children who need ej-tra good fare because of their 
poor nutrition. 


The reason cocoa remains overlong in the stonv 


ich and so withholds from the child the s'ream of 
energy he should receive for a few hours from-that 
meal, is the- fat in cocoa. But that fat is of little 
.'uel'value when or if the child finally does digest it.

tollowed by an agreement for the ex- 
tension of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way from Harbin to Port Arthur and 
Dalny. 


Russia seems to have administered 


these interests in China fairly. 
Her 


troops there were limited to railway 
guards, 
and 
opportunities in Man- 


churia were equal for all nationals. 


OTHER CHINESE GRABS 


These acquisitions by Russia were
